WHAT HE DIED FOR

“The unknown warrior” buried in 
Westminster, “might have been an 
Irishman,” said Bloyd George in the 
House of COmmons. “If so,” asks The 
Roman Catholic Register, of Toronto, 
“What did he die for?” 

It is a safe guess that the Unknown 
Warrior was not a Sinn Finer. He 
might have been an Irishman, for 
144,000 loyal Irishmen enlisted in the 
Great War, 74,000 of them from the 
little Province of Ulster and the other 
70,000 from amongst the loyalists 
scattered over the other three Prov- 
inces. If the Unknown Warrior was 
an Irishman, he did not die in the hope 
of disrupting the United Kingdom and 
smashing the British Empire to pleces. 
He did not die to start a rebellion in 
Ireland, and if he had lived he would 
not shoot his comrades fromsbehind 
the hedges. He died fighting against 
the foe with whom the Sinn Feiners 
formed an alliance. Perhaps he died 
while the Sinn Feiners were starting 
that Baster rebellion. Perhaps he 
would have lived if that hundred 
thousand men who had to be sent to 
Ireland to keep the peace could have 
been sent to France. Perhaps, if some 
of those hospital ships had not been 
sunk off the Irish coast, his life might 
have been saved. Whether he was an 
Irishman or not, he died helping to de- 
feat the enemy and to maintain the 
unity and Integrity of the British Em- 
pire and everything for which the 
Empire stands. Gallant soldiers and 
policemen are dying for exactly the 
same ideals in Ireland today, and it fs 
Sinn Feiners who are now doing the

The secret is not in the bricks or the 
stone, but in the cement and mortar, 


neither of which essentials can we 
make as the ancients made them. 
In modern buildings the cement: 


wnt mortar are the weakest points; 
in the buildings which the Romans 
and Greeks raised thousands of 
years ago, the cement and mortar .are 
the strongest points, and hold good 
while the very stones they -bind to- 
gether crumble away with age. We 
eannot. with all our science. make 
puch cement and mortar, and, there: 
fore. we cannot build such buildings 
as the ancients raised. 

Chemistry, one might imagine, {8 
the science which has, perhaps, mado 
the greatest strides during the past 
five or six decades. Yet modern chem- 
igts cannot compound such dyes as 
were commonly used when the great 
nations of today were still unborn. 
Now and beain it happens that search- 
ers after antiquities come across frag- 
ments of fabrics which were dyed 
thousands of years ago, and they are 
astonished by the wonderful richness

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of the colors of the cloths, which, des- 


pite their age, are brighter and purer 
than anything we can: produce. 
Modern artists buy | their colors 
already made, ‘and spend large sums 
of money on pigments with which 
to color their canvases, 
of modern artists will be colorless 
when many of the works of ancient 
masters are as bright as they are to- 
day. Just as the secret. of dyeing has 
been lost, sohas the secret of preserv- 
ing the colors of artists’ paints.

“WHY I’ PREFERRED THE CANADIAN: TOUR 


(By ‘Ernest Brooks, t 


“Which of .the two tours accom- 
plished Ly the: Prince of Wales was 
the best from ‘your point of view.” 
On many occasions since my,return 
to England, this question has been 
asked me, ard always in reply I 
have said, “My point of view is that 
of a:Press Photographer, and speak- 
ing as'such I have no hesitation ‘in 
saying that the ‘three months tour 
in Canada‘was decidedly the best.” 

My ‘answer. has ‘evoked no. small 
amount of surprise, and has ‘in- 
variably resulted in another query 
being put—“Why?” © 

To that query. I have replied, “Be- 
eause in Canada had _ excellent 
facilities for doing the work I went 
to accomplish. ‘Thanks to those 
facilities I obtained far better pic- 
tures than I was able to obtain on 
the last tour with the. Prince of 
Wales.” : ; 

Comparisons are, I know odious, 
and if-in¢the following brief state- 
ment: of ‘facts’ I draw comparisons 
between events which happened: in 
Canada on the last tour, I-trust that 
my friends: who so nobly assisted 
me in ‘Australia and New Zealand 
will not :take offence. Facilities. to’ 


thing. Rob the camera man of the}’ 


facilities.-for -taking his picture, .of 
the -facilities. for developing his 
negatives, of printing from his. de- 
ve'toped plates, and of dispatching 
immediately his finished prints to 
the hundreds of newspapers and 
magazines ‘who are clamouring to 
reproduce the pictures, and you have 
robbed him of his all. Give him 
facilities for taking the pictures, and 
leave it at.that, you have crippled 
him, and handicapped him terribly. 
So, Iam ‘afraid I.was handicapped 
in Australia and other parts of’ the 
Empire which..I visited on the last 
‘Royal Tour: I do not say that I 
was intentionally handicapped. Far 
from it. I believe that those re- 
sponsible for the arrangements in 
Australia and New Zealand were as 
anxious to help in the work of ob- 
taining permanent records in picture 
form of the incidents of the tour 


as were those whom I met in Can-|-4j 


ada. What I say is that largely ow- 
ing to lack of experience, many de- 
tails which by the “outsider” were 
regarded as purely minor details 
wwere pverlooked, and owing to a 
variety of circumstances, I found 
myself working under very consider- 
able handicap. As.a Press Photo- 
grapher it is my aim to produce the 
best possible results, to give to the 
public and to hand down to future 
generations “speaking” picture re- 
cords of- the incidents of the historic 
world tours of “Our Young Man.” 
With the picture results vt the Cana- 
dian tour, thanks to the splendid 
facilities 1 was afforded by the 
C. P. R., and all the Dominion of- 
ficials, I am satisfied, and the pub- 
lic too, I believe, was satisfied. But, 
with regard to the results achieved 
on the last Royal Tour I cannot 
speak with such confidence. Frank- 
ly I am Cisappointed, but I have 
this consolation, I know the pictures 
obtained were the best under the, 
at times, very difficult circum- 
stances. During the three months 
tour with the Prince of Wales in 
Canada, I worked under positively 
ideal conditions. The C. P. R. Royal 
Train contained a splendidly equip. 
ped dark room, and everything was 
80 appointed that at times one for- 
got one was on board a train, travel- 
ling in the far west. One imagined 
one wes back in a well appointed 
London studio. Never once did I 
have to trouble myself regarding 
the dispatch of my prints. Once 
they were ready, willing hands at- 
tendcd to the duty of dispatch. So 
smoothly did the-arrangements pro- 
ceed that during the whole of the 
Canadian tour not a single day pass- 
cd but I Was able each nicht to place 
in the porsestion ofthe Royal Suite 
a complete set of tho pictures which 
T had taken, and not once did I mis 

the mail with the pictures for whic 

the Press of the World was ciamour 

ing. One anticipates certain dif 
ficulties when travelling thousands 
of miles, difficulties are part and 
parcel of the Press Photographer's 
life, and they have to be overcome. 
but one above all else which from 
my point of view made the Canadian 
tour so thoroughly successful and so 
thoroughly enjoyable was the con- 
spicuous absence of the “difficulties 
to overcome.” 

To deal with my difficulties on 
the last tour, I must commence with 
the wonder-warship H. M. S. “Re- 
nown.” When I got aboard her 1 
discovered to my horror there was 
no dark room wherein I could work. 
Thanks to the generous assistance of 
the officers of the ship I succeeded 
in “rigging up” a dark room in a 
gun support. Heavens! what a dark 
room it was. Built’ of solid steel, 
exposed on the outside to the glare 
of the tropical sun, with no possible 
ventilation once the door was shut, 
it was worse than working by the 
side of a furnace. How many times 
J was forced when in the tropics 
to beat a hasty retreat from my 
dark room, gasping for breath, I 
would not dare to tell, nor would [{ 
dare to disclose the number of plates 
which suffered in consequence of my 
retreat. But an even worse dif- 
ficulty presented itself than the fur- 
nace-like dark room. My chemicals 
got warmed up to such an extent that 
often I did not dare use them, and 
I could not get a bit of ice on board 
the ship to bring the temperature 
of the fluids down to anything ap- 
proaching normal. So, rather than 
risk spoiling scores, of valuable his- 
‘orio negatives. I wan obliged to 


he ‘King’s Photographer), 
“hold up” developing them until the 
weather, became cooler. During the 
Noyage I dreamed fond dreams of 
happier times in Australia, and an- 
ticipated the good time I would haye 
working in a well-equipped dark 
room on board the Royal Train. But. 
alas! my dreams were. rudely shate 
tered,'for on the Royal’ Special. there 
was no provision for a Press Photo- 
grapher, nor was it possible to “riz 
up” a dark room, since the journey 
through Australia was accomplished 
by trains over varying railway 
gauges. Each State in the Common- 
wealth appeared to me to have 
adopted a different gauge so that 
the ‘rolling stock of one system was 
useless 0.er another system’s track, 
I quickly gave up all hope of being 
able to develop and print my own 
negatives ‘during the journey. and 
entrusted the work to others when 
I could find-pcople who were ready 
to undertake the task. ~ 

It.is a fairly easy matter to find 
dare rooms and operators in the 
large cities’ and towns like Mel- 
bourne and Sydney, but it was by 


we got “into the wilds.” 
_ During the tour we seldom re- 
muined more than a couple of days 
in or near the smaller towns, and - 
very naturally during cur stay all’ 
business was suspended and every 
moment given up to a whole-heartad 
jor ieeing. Since it was -essen- 
tial that I’ should’ ever have my 
camera ready it was obvious that 
I“could not shut myself up in a 
dark ‘room for hours, and _ since 
every other man was “joy-making” 
it was hardly to be conceived that 
the local photographer would read- 
ily forego his pleasures for the sake 
of developing my plates. So it came 
about there were endless delays in 
getting my pictures to the press, 
Often‘ during the Australian tour I 
would work all day with the camera, 
and spend all the night shut up in 
the dark room of a local photo- 
grapher, professional or amateur, 
doing my best to make up for lost 
time. | I was very nearly caught 
napping” at Bridgetown when we 
met with the accident. We had only 
just left the station, the train mov- 
‘ing at not more than 10 miles an 
hour when the accident happened. 
Happily at Bridgetown I had not 
exposed all my plates, and I was 
sitti down resting before going 
to sleeping compartment to 
change some plates when I heard a 
curious. smashing, gri.ding noise, 
Then an attendant came running 
into the carriage shouting: “My God, 
the Prince’s coach is overturned.” 
I jumped up and to my horror saw 
that true enough the coach in which 
the Prince of Wales was riding was 
lying on its side. By this time the 
train had stopped and officials were 
rushing to the rear where the over- 
turned coaches lay. To my intense 
joy, I heard the well known voice 
of Lord Lo:is Mountbatton, shout- 
ing “Where’s |-ruoxs? He must get 
a picture of this.” I ran along with 
my camera ard was in time to get 
a snap of H:s Lordship crawling 
through the window of one of the 
overturned coaches. In the excite- 
ment of the moment I did a most un- 
heard of thing. I actually exposed 
one plate twice and did not discover - 
my mistake for some time after- 
wards. In the accident, the Prince 
of Wales was the coolest of anyone, 
He remained until the last inside the 
overturned coach and when he crawi- 
ed out he was hugging a thermos 
flask and gripping an old and favor- 
ite brier pipe. His first question 
was to know whether anyone had 
been hurt, and on being assured that 
none had even sustained a scratch 
he laughed and went back to the 
wrecked coach to sort out his be- 
longings while I took “snaps” to my 
heart's content. There was one 
thing both in Australia and New: 
Zealand about the tour which to me 
was most noticeable and that was 
the extrayrdinary “free and easy” 
manner of thy people. They surged 
round ‘the Prince and in many places 
literally mobbed him, so enthusias- 
tic were they in their welcome. In 
New Zealand particularly I remem- 
ber the Royal train was “inspected” 
time and time again. No permits to 
approach the train were necessary, 
nor were permits necessary to gain 
entrance to the railway stations as 
was the case in Canada. Some thirty 
or forty press photographers “com- 
mandeered” the Royal Special at 
Auckland and boarding the train 
travelled with us as far as Rotura 
where we were held .up for- the 
strike. At Rotura there was a little 
incident which I do not think has 
been reported. A big country fair 
was being held, and the Prince one 
evening entered into the “fun of the 
fair” piel | on the roundabouts, 
shooting at bobbing eggs, and fling. 
ing balls at cocoanuts. Both at the 
shooting ranges and cocoanut shies, 
the Prince created something of a 
sensation. A splendid shot with the 
title, RH wrought havoc amongst 
the obhing eggs and the “running 
door.” At one of the cocoanut shies, 
after H.R.H. had floored three nuts 
with three balls and decided to try 
his luck again the proprietor of 
shies, not recognizing his Royal 
patron observed, “'ere you, think 
you're lopping bombs at Jerry again, 
These is real honest eocoanuts, not 
square heads.”

Object to Midway 


A letter from the North Battleford 
Agricultural Society was read, urging 
drastic-changes in the character and 
quality of the midway at exhibitions. 
‘Their annual meeting had voted" in 
favor of \ 

“Restricting the midway to “rides,” 
that is, ferris wheels, merry-go-round, 
whips, torpedoes and other mechanical 
devices, aud of eliminating entirely 
(a) the other shows to which admis- 
sion is charged and (b) sideshows- 
concessions, it being the opinion that 
the two latter’have no educational fea- 
lures to recommend them, that they 
generally consist of ‘fakes,’ freaks,con- 
tortionists, gamblers and swindlers 
and that their acts are exceedingly 
crude, inartistie and very often vulgar 
and of a questionable nature. It was 
also the opinion of the meeting that 
many of the people accompanying 
these shows are of a type who should 
not be encouraged to visit the exhibi- 
tions involving, as their presence does, 
udditional police protection and_= in- 
cidentally additional expense for such 
protection. A 

“Further, it was the opinion: that 
practically all of the people accom- 
panying such shows are extortionists; 
that they leave the community holding 
the exhibition poorer by many thou- 
sands of dollars and that the ,benefits 
—either educational or recreational— 
to the community from their presence 
are negligible.” 

The North Battleford Society asked 
the co-operation of the “B” circuit 
shows in effecting a change, and they 
had asked Secretary Stark to ask the 
Carnival Companies desiring engage- 
ment on “B" circuit next summer to be 
prepared at the annual meeting of the 
Association in Regina to make bids for 
furnishing a midway comprised only 
of a good variety of rides. High class 
platform attractions, they thought, 
should be continued. > 

Some informal discussion followed, 
those expressing their views being 
somewhat doubtful as to whether the 
proposed move was desirable and prac- 
tieable. It was decided to leave the 
matter in the hands of the delegate to 
the Regina meeting. President Bjor- 
keland was appointed the delegate. 

The President outlined his plan of 
increased grants from the Breeders’ 
Associations consequent on heavier 
prizes for live stgck. ~ The President 
figured out that, assuming the receipt 
of increased grants from the breeders, 
there would be no further financial 
burden on the Society in increasing 
the list. 

It was decided that the matter be 
left in the hands of the President and 
Mr. Day with power to act, and that 
the Board suggest that a representa- 
tive be sent to Toronto to interview 
the Breeders’ Associations. 

Mr. Richards thought the prizes in 
the Children's Stock classes should be 
increased, but the President and Mr. 
Day believed that the prizes were gen- 
erous enough, the difficulty in gotting 
adequate children’s exhibits was not 
there. ‘ 

Messrs. the President, McKinnon, 
Egelkraut, McPherson and the Secre- 
tary were appointed a Prize List com- 
mittee, to meet in time to furnish the 
representative to Toronto with a draft 
of 1921 prize list.

“This began 
with the money stringency in the 
United States. Large orders were 
cancelled,” he continued, “with Eur- 
ope, when the. rate of exchange rose 
50 sharply against our continental 
neighbors, and there are further can- 
cellations from the ‘continent. 
‘STRIKING EXAMPLES 


“Factories and wholesale houses 
are thus left with huge stocks on 
their hands. They are faced with 
huge abilities and must move _ the 
roods. They are «acting on the 
sound business axiom ‘first loss is 
least loss.’ We retailers have lately 
been able to buy far below cost and 
to move our stocks we are adopting 
the same principle. 
ting back to normal again, and whole- 
salers are selling out at prices on 
this basis. Bread is cheaper; sugar 
is about td drop from 20 to 15 cents a 
pound; rice to 10° and 11 cents; jam 
is about to drop 4 cents a pound and 
the price of larg and bacon will be 
6 cents lower in two or three weeks, 
the butchers say.”

It 
was a wise arrangement to have Grad. 
42 students receive full time instruc- 
tion. The division of subjects between 
the teachers was as satisfactory as, it 
could be under the circumstances, but 
Mr. McKee made suggestions as to 
ime table and continuance of subject: 
under the same teacher. He reviewed 
the work of the teachers, speaking 
very highly of the Principal. The re- 
port went on:— 

“The Red Deer High School is hous- 
ed in an exceedingly poor building. In 
the High School proper there is no 
assembly hall, no library and reading 
room, no science laboratory, no prin- 
cipal’s office, no lady teachers’ private 
room, no rest room for girls in case of 
sudden illness, no basement, no lava- 
tories, no place for pupils to congre- 
gate except in the rooms. The halls 
are narrow and congested. The play- 
ground accommecdation for boys is 
very much Hmited. The High School 
plant, as it stands, is a great handicap 
to effective educational services. Pos- 
sibly the biggest problem we have 
confronting us today is the problem of 
training the teen age boys and girls 
and this problem requires for its-solu- 
tion not only administrative skill and 
efficient teaching but also a properly 
equipped and up-to-date plant. Until 
the’ latter is provided, the Red Deer 
High School will fall short of giving 
the community the service that it

OTTAWA REPORTS IT DIFFICULT 
TO GET FISHERY OVERSEERS 


While there is a good deal of unem- 
ployment throughout the country, the 
Fisheries Branch Department of Mar- 
ine and Fisheries, Ottawa, complains 
that it is hard to secire. competent 
fishery overseers. 

At the present time applications 
are being- sought from Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, and dis- 
tricts north, for men to act as fishery 
Overseers in sporting and commercial 
fishing districts. A similar difficulty 
was recently encountered in Eastern 
Canada, and it was only after several 
months that proper. officers. were 
found. - = 3" 


In the west the department is look- 
ing for fishery overseers in the sport- 
ing areas of Calgary and Lethbridge, 
and the’ commerical fishing districts 
of Wabamun Lake, Lake Manitoba and 
the Lake Winnipeg district, south of 
the Narrows. /

“Some elementary research has been 
done with respect to the quality of 
our coal as a fuel, but nothing more. 
The whole field of its content in com- 
mercial by-products has yet to bé ex- 
plored, a field sufficiently large to oc- 
cupy a group of men for many years. 

“The geological survey of ovr north 
lands, supposed to be rich in mineral 
oil, has only been started. The oft- 
mentioned bituminous sands we have 
only begun to understand. Here then 
are years of wor!’, congenial and profit- 
able for many - :‘ientific workers. In 
these statements only definite econ- 
omic resources as a basis of re- 
search have been mentioned. But the 
whole field of general science—Chem- 
Istry, Physics, Biology, etc.—presents 
inviting problems to the trained work-
